" • The Basques existed Joni,before we became residents of Nevada. However, our exposure to the Basque people 
. in our respective sUtes of Washington and- Florida fiad been rather thin. We do not recall the Inclusion of the word 
"Basque" ona hotel or resUurant sign indicating the pride of ethnic origin such as that shown in the communities of 
Nevada, It fs this ethnic pride which first intrigued us. Planning af social studies mini-unit outline became a difficult 
task. The Basques, a cultural component of the States)f Nevada, inspired the researchers to seek answers in many 
directions during their quest^for material. ^ • / 

"Thc'mystery surrounding the origins and history of the Basque race, the difficulty 'of their 
tongue, and the great reserve which they display in all their conUcts with the outside world, a 
reserve' to which is due, in all probability their survival as a race, have invested them with an air of 
remoteness and woven around them an atmosphere of romance." 
We have found this characteristic of indepe^ndence and pride of origio^to have been transmitted frorii 
generation to gen^ation without regard to location. The Basques of Nevada show. these qualities in a minute's 
conversatioh. Travel to the "New World" could not have been possible without the inner security of the strong 
Basque personality. One example of this inner strength is the ability to be a shepherd on arrange in Nevada. The 
vastness of th^ irea occupied by a Basque and his flock would be an impossible habiut for the average person. 

The original BShque immigrants came here with a dream of earnings beyond their imagination. Nowhere in 
Basque country could the vastj^ss of the sagebrush and desert of Nevada be' envisioned. However; their indenture 
' was thus and they fulfilled their ptromise, returned home, and onpe again placed themselves in the empioy-t)f ^ 
.rancher; the cycle would then tie repeated^. From these earlv^yagers have been established identically proud

therefore are exciting, vibrant people. There has been muchUcomplished by the Basques. However, if you ask the 

average Nevadan, he associates them primarily with the sheep iptkuUy. 

It is our purpq^ to enlighten the youngsters in class with gu)fests bringing informative and human interest tales 

of their Basque cultur^; interesting activities; and resources from/t available.«>urces. We s'hall hope to instill interest 

in the Basque people of Nevada and thereby prompt the class to study and enjoy a most viul nationality, strpng 

i;eminders of -transplanted people who have^nriched us by their presence.
